An application managing method for a case 
lere a plurality of appl i/cat ions are stored, 
comprising the steps of 

forming a directory /structure corresponding 
10 to said plurality of applications; 

giving items of identification information to 
predetermined directories of said directory structure, 
respectively, said items of identification information 
being used for identifying said plurality of 
15 applications, respectively, said plurality of 

applications corresponding to said predetermined 
directories, respectively; and 

performing management so that an application 
of said plurality of/ applications corresponding to a 
20 directory of said p/edetermined directories is selected 
in accordance with ian item of said items of 
identification information given to said directory of 
said predetermined/ director ies , when said directory of 
said predetermineq directories is selected.

2. The application jdanaging method, 
30 according to claim 1, wherein: 

said items of /\*^nt if icat ion information 
comprise addresses^Af said plural ity of applications, 
respectively ; anc 

an addresgr of 'said addresses is recognized, 
35 and thereby, /an application of said plurality of 

appl icat ion© corresponding to said address of said 
addresses/ is accessed. 
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3. The application managing method, 
According to claim 1, comprising the steps of: 
preparing an application management table 
storing said items of identification information and 
starting addresses of said plurality of applications 
which correspond to said items of identification 
information, respectively/ and 

referring to said application management 
table when a directory off said predetermined 
directories is selected/ so as to recognize a starting 
address of an application of said plurality of 
applications, said starting address corresponding to an 
item of said identification information given to said 
directory of said predetermined directories, and to 
access said application of said plurality of 
applications .

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4. The application managing method, 
according to cliaim 1, comprising the steps of: 

storing size information at a starting 
address of eacii application of said plurality of 
appl icat ions , /said size information indicating a size 
of said application of said plurality of applications; 

repeating detection of the size of an 
application /of said plurality of applications from the 
size information stored in the starting address of said 
applacationf of said plurality of applications, and 
search for/a starting address of a next application of 
said plura/lity of applications in accordance with said 
size of tne preceding application of said plurality of 
appl icat iims , so as to obtain the starting address of a 
desired appl ication of said plurality of applications.

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5. The application managing method, 
according to claim 1 , wherein an item of said i terns of 
identification information is given to the highest 
directory of said directory /structure . 



6. The application Managing method, 
10 according to claim 1, wherein an item of said items of 
identification informatic/n is given to each directory 
of said directory structure.

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7. The application managing method, 
according to claim 1, /wherein, when an application of 
said plurality of applications is substantially 
deleted, an item of s/aid items of identification 
information for said /appl icat ion of said plurality of 
applications is causjed to be ineffective.

8. The application managing method, 
according to claim 1, wherein: 

when an application of said plurality of 
30 applications is ubdated, .an application obtained from 
updating said application of said plurality of 
applications is 4dded to said plurality of 
appl icat ions ; and 

an item of /said items of identification 
35 information/ for /identifying said application of said 
plurality of applications is changed to an item of 
identification!/ information for identifying said 
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application obtained fp4m updating said application of 
said plurality of applications. 



9 . An application ma/iaging method, 
comprising the steps of 

storing appl icat ionA and data used by said 
10 applications in a series of storage areas; and 

managing the applications and data used by 
said applications stoyed in said series of storage 
areas , 

wherein said ^jries of storage areas is 
15 divided into a pro&rfkm area storing said applications 
and a data area stdfti\g said data used by said 
applications .

10. The application managing method, 
according to cyaim 9, wherein a boundary between said 
program area a/id said data area is changeable.

11. T£ie application managing method, 
30 according to claim 10, wherein, when said applications 
are stored in said program area, said applications are 
stored friom an end of said program area opposite to 
said boundary.

12. An information processing apparatus, 
oring a plurality of applications, comprising a
